Several streets were re-named, The Board has 
abolished the name of Market-strect, Westminster, and ordered it to be incor- 
porated with Horseferry-road. The subsidiary names in Vauxhall-bridge- 
road, between Bessborough-gardens and Victoria-strect, are abolished, and the 
whole line of thoroughfare called Vauxhall-road, The name of New King- 
«treet, from the corner of Rose-street to Long-acre, is abolished, and the street 
called Garrick-street, the opposition of the parochial authorities and inhabit- 
ants having been withdrawn on condition of the new name being confined to 
the limits stated, 


The births of 1952 children—951 boys and 1001 girls—were 
registered in London last week, In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 
1854-63 the average number (corrected) was 1987.———The mortality of London 
was not co bigh in the week that ended last Saturday as it had been in any of 
the previous five weeks, The deaths were 1449. The average number of deaths 
for the fiftieth week of ten years, 1854-63, ie, with a correction for increase of 
population, 1434, Scarlatina and typhus were the most fatal of the zymotic 
or epidemic diseases: the former having caused 83, the latter 76 deatha, 
Deaths from measles declined to 47, Fifty deaths occurred from whooping 
cough, 22 from croup, and 8 from smallpox. In the last three weeks the 
deaths from bronchitis were successively, 244, 200, and 189; those from pneu- 
monia were 125, 97, and 123. A widow died at the age of ninety-nine years, 


A fatal accident occurred yesterday week in the Blackheath 
tunnel of the North Kent Railway. An express-train, unwarned, dashed into 
the tunnel, and came into collision with a heavily-laden ballast-train which 
had come to a standstill. Several carriages were broken to pieces, and six 
perrons were killed, several] others being injured, The inquest on the bodies 
of the sufferers was opened on Monday. Several witnesses were called in 
reference to the movements of the trains and the signalling. It scems certain 
that the train of ballast-waggons came to a stop in the tunnel, that the 
yuard got down to uncouple part of the trucks, and that the collision took 
place before any portion of the train started again, The accident seems

to be attributable to the circumstance that the line had been sig- 
nalkd clear from Blackheath when, in fact, the ballast-train was 
in the tunnel, The inquest was adjcurned.——On Monday an accident took 


place on the Greenwich line. The scene of the accident waa the junction 
where the Greenwich line diverges, a short distance from New Cross, at 
which spot, shortly before eight o'clock, an engine was on the up-line 
preparing to run on the metals of the North Kent line, when the pasenger- 
train from Greenwich came up, and a collision was the consequence, The 
driver and stoker of the passenger-train were much injured, and from twenty 
to twenty-five passengers sustained injuries, 


Over 3000 models of vessels and other objects pertaining to 
naval architecture have recently been removed from Somerset House to the 
large western gallery, South Kensington Museum. This gallery, 200 fect in 
length, is entirely occupied by objecta of interest to the student of naval archi- 
tecture, who will find everything arranged in chronological order, so aa to 
illustrate most effectively the rise and progress of shipbuilding in England, 
The various orders of vessels have their several cases, and important improve- 
ments which, from time to time, have marked the growth of our Navy, are 
not only represented by models of vessels as they appeared when afloat, but 
alro in the fittings proper to each hind of veasel ; and all the arma, machinery, 
and tools in detail are classified with care and displayed in separate groups. 
The students in shipbuilding will find instruction in the numerous section- 
models, Some of the models of an early date are, in their way, wonders of 
mechanical, not to say artistic, skill. This is aleo true of many of the 
more recent specimens, among which may be named a number of miniature 
yachts constructed by Mr. David Harvey. In order to render the ex- 
hibition as complete as posible, her Majesty has been pleased to 

rant the loan of a number of marine pictures belonging to the collection at 

fampton Court. They consist chiefly of a well-painted view of Blackwall, by 
Serres; and views of Portsmouth, Sheerness, Deptford, and Chatham dock- 
yards, by Paton. <A large case is devoted to numerous remarkable relics 
recovered from the wreck of the Royal George, at Spithead. Another case 
contains well-assorted fragments of wood taken from ships’ bottoms to show

Ile 
has left the whole of his property, real and personal, to his wife, for her use 
absolutely. The will bears date March 10, 1854, 


The will of Hudson Gurney, Esq., of Keswick, Norfolk, and 
St. James's, Westminster, was proved in London under £1,100,000 personalty 
in England, The executors are John Henry Gurney; Daniel Gurney, of 
North Runcton, near Lynn; and Francis Hay Gurney, of Thorpe, Norwich. 
The attesting witnesses are Frederick Jansen, solicitor, Basinghall-s‘reet, 
and George George, land agent, Cringleford. The will is dated the 26th of June, 
1860, and there are six codicils, the last dated the 26th of October, 1%34, and 
the testator died on the 9th of November. There are many legacies. The prin- 
cipal legatce is John Henry Gurney (the testator’s second cousin, and son- 
in-law of testator’s late brother, Joseph Henry Gurney). To him he has 
devised the mansion and freehold of Keswick, and all other his real estates, 
and has Jeft to him the plate, library, manuscripts, and family reminiscenc:s 
as heirlooms, bequeathing £5000 for the erection of a room suitable to contain 
his collecticn ; and further bequeaths in trust for him the sum of £160,0)9, 
to be invested and settled in the same manner with the inheritance of the 
freecholds, appointing him also residuary legatee of the personal estate, And 
the testator further directs that the sum of £120,000 shall also be invesicd 
in the purchase of real property, to be held in trust for the sons (according 
to seniority) of the late John Gurney, of Earlham (who was the sun 
of testator’s late consin, Samuel Gurney, of Upton-street), To his said 
cousin and executor, Daniel Gurney, he leaves £120,000 ; to his said exec x1tor, 
Francis Hay Gurney (eldest son of the said Daniel Gurney), £20,000, Among-t 
the legatees is W. H. Covington, of Barclay and Bevan’s Bank, 100 guineas, 
and alike sum to gentlemen in Gurney’s Norwich Bank; and legacies to 
others in the brewery of which the testator was principal partner, Annuities 
and legacies to his domestics, and £10 for each year they have been in his 
service. The charitable bequests are:—To the Old People’s Hospital, St. 
Helen's, Norwich, £1000; Norfolk and Norwich Hospital, £1000; Quaker’s 
Monthly Meeting in Norwich (to which his family had belonged), £1000 ; 
Norwich Public Library, £100; Norwich Literary Institution, £10). He 
also leaves £2000 to be placed at the entire discretion of his executors in pro- 
viding for such minor allowances as he had been in the habit of making ; and, 
ag they fall in, the principal to be given to charities in and about Norwich 
and elsewhere where he had property. All charitable bequests, legacies, and 
annuities not exceeding £20,000 are to be paid free of legacy duty.

Her Majesty graciously bowed to the numerous spectators assembled 
upon the platform. ‘The Queen travelled by a special train wi th two 
state saloons provided by the London and South-We

minutes past twelve. At this station the train was transferred tothe care 
of Mr. Godson, the traffic superintendent of the South- Western Railway, 
and the route continued, via Winchester and Bishopstoke, to Gosport, 
arriving at ten minutes past one.

THE Emperor OF MExIco.—The subjoined letter has been 
addressed by the Emperor Maximilian to his Minister of State on his return to 
the capital :—“My dear M. Velasquez de Leon,—-On my return from my 
arduous journey into the departments of the interior, during which I received 
in each town, village, and hamlet, the most sincere proofs of cordial sympathy 
and enthusiasm, I have been able to ascertain two incontestable truths, The 
first shows that the empire is a realised fact, firmly based on the will of the 
immense majority of the nation, and that upon that fact reposes the form of 
a Government of real progress—one that responds in the best manner to the 
requirements of the populations. The second is that this immense majority 
desires peace, tranquillity, and justice—benefits which it hopes for and demands 
with eagerness from my Government, and which I myself am resolved to give 
to it. Justice will be based on institutions in conformity with the age, and these 
are being organised with zeal and alacrity. To restore peace in this vast and 
magnificent country, and to develop promptly its prodigious resources, my 
Government is determined te employ all its efforts and all its energies. If so 
far it has been indulgent towards its political adversaries, in order to give 
them time and opportunity to learn the national will and adhere to it, 
it is henceforth under the imperious necessity of combating them, for their 
flag is no longer a political sy mbol, but a pretext for robbery and carnage. 
My duties as a Sovereign oblige me to protect my people with an arm of iron, 
and, in response to the desire openly expressed in all parts, I declare, as chief 
of the nation, with a full knowledge of my sacred mission and the duty 
imposed on me, that all the armed bands which still infest several points of 
this beautiful country, spreading desolation and disorder, and uttering 
menaces against the liberty and labour of industrions private citizens, shall 
be considered as assemblages of bandits and subjected to the inflexible rigour 
of the law. We therefore order all the functionaries, officers of justice, and 
military commanders of the nation to pursue those bands with all their forces.

the following stat)ment was made:— The grants made by the Central 
Executive and the Mansion House committees, &c., have been regularly paid 
into the bank, the «cmbezzlements being in sundry donations and subscriptions 
which, instead of paying into the bank, Mr. Paine appropriated to his own 
purposes. The amounts thus embezzled were subscribed by members of the 
general committee. The committee have resolved to prosecute Mr, Paine, 
and are acting under jegal advice. At a meeting of the general committee, 
held on Thursday last, the committee pledged themselves to use every effort 
to raive the amount deficient. As this will be a work of some weeks, I am 
requerted to opply for a grent for the relief of the distress in the township in 
the mean time. It was resolved, “ That a letter be sent expressing the satis- 
faction of this committee as to the resolution of the Hulme relief committee 
to make up by fresh subscriptions the amount of the defalcations in the funds 
contided to the late treasurer,” 
Mr. K. Ashworth inquired if the large reduction in the amount of pauperism 
in Achton-under-Lyne during the past week arose from increased employment 
in the mills or from additional men being engaged upon public works. Mr. 
Hugh Moson said it arose from both causes. There was a reduction of 
380 in the number of unemplo) ed cotton operatives in the town of Ashton, and 
of 202 in the borough of Stalybridge; and there were also fewer of this ciass 
uncmployed in Mossley. In addition to this, the expenditure from the rates 
nnd the relief committees’ funds had been lightened by the families of several 
hundreds of men engaged on the waterworks, &c., being cut off from relief. 

The hon, secretary, in reply to a question from Major Egerton Leigh, stated 
that, from a report received from the office of the Public Works Act in 
Manchester, he found that on the 26th ult. there were engaged on public 
works in Manchester (including the townships of Manchester, Ardwick, 
Chor'ton, Cheetham, and Hulme) 389 skilled workmen and 208 factory 
operctives, 

Mr. Farnall’s report upon the condition of the twenty-seven unions included 
in bis returns shows that in the three weeks ending on the 10th inst, there was 
a total reduction of 5503 in the number of persons receiving parochial relief. 
Ashton, Stockport, Haslingdon, Oldham, Burnley, Bury, Todmorden, and 
Preston preent the greatest improvement.

Turks Islands, and the following British settlements on the West Coast of 
Africa—viz., Gambia, Gold Coast, Lagos, and Sierra Leone, The following will 
be the rates of postage, which must be prepaid by means of postage-stamps, 
chargealle upon such packets of patterns, viz. :—For a packet not exceeding 
4o7., 3d. ; above 40z. and not exceeding 41lb., 6d,; above $1b. and not ex- 
ceeding 1\b., la. ; above 11b, and not exceeding 141b., Is. 6d. ; above 1§lb. 
and not exceeding 21b., 28. ; every additional $1b., 6d. Special attention is 
directed to the following rules and regulations, which will be strictly en- 
forced :—1. No packet of patterns must exceed two feet in length, breadth, 





or depth. 2% The patterns must not be of intrinsic value. This rule 
exciudes all articles of a saleable nature, and, indeed, whatever may 
have a value of ite own apart from its mere use as a pattern; and 
the quantity of any material, sent ostensibly as a pattern, must not 
be s great that it can fairly be considered as having, on this 
ground, an intrinsic value.

The 
patterns must be sent in covers open at the enda, so as to be easy of examina- 
tion. Samples, however, of seeds, drugs, and so forth, which cannot be sent 
in open covers, may be inclosed in bags of linen, or other material, tied at 
the neck ; bags so closed that they cannot be readily opened, even although 
they Le transparent, must not be used for this purpose. Non-compliance with 
either of the foregoing rules will subject a packet of patterns to be treated and

to patterns sent to France and Algeria, aad at the following rates of postage, 
which must be paid in advance :—For a packet not exceeding 4 0z., 4d. ; above 
4o7. and not exceeding 8 oz., 84, ; above 8oz. and not exceeding 1 Ib., 1s. 4d. ; 


every edditional 8 oz., 8d. Such patterns must not bear any writing other 
than t vidress of the person for whom they are intended, the address of the 
sender, a manufecturer’s or trade mark, numbers, and the prices of the 
artic Any packet of patterns which shall contain manuscript marks other 
than tho-e above mentioned will be considered and treated as a letter, Samples 
of seeds, drugs, &c., which cannot be sent in open covers, may be inclosed in 
bags mode of linen, paper, or other material, tied at the neck with string.

NEWSPAPERS FOR RUSSiA,—Since issuing the Notice No 38, dated the 23rd 
of October last, respecting the conditions under which alone newspapers can 
be forwarded by the poet to Russia, the Postmster-General has been informed 
that an exemption from the ordinary regulations exists in favour of political 
nev ‘papers, or of any other publications, addressed to members of the Royal 
fomily of Russia, to the Imperial Ministers, and to members of the Diplomatic 
Corps. fuch newspapers, &c., it is now stated, will be admitted into Russia, 
altheugh not subscribed for, at one of the Russian post offices. It appears, 
also, that non-political newspapers and publications may be received by the 
post not only when addressed to established booksellers in Russia, as already 
announced, but also when addressed to the higher schools, to the Imperial 
Public Library, and to the Academy of Sciences in Russia. 

LETTERS FOR DANISH COLONIES IN THE WEsT INDIBS.—On the lstof 
January next, and thenceforward, letters transmitted between the United 
Kingdom and the Danish West India colonies—viz., St. Thomas and St. 
Croix-- posted unpaid, will be charged on delivery with an additional rate of 
one shilling each letter, besides the usual postage ; and letters posted insuf- 
ficiently prepaid, will also be charged the amount deficient and one shilling 
additional,

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VISIT OF THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF INDIA TO 
LAHORE. 

THE Punjaub, or the country of the Five Rivers, may be considered 
the most important portion of Asia south of the Himalayas, as well in 
its political as in its commercial relations, Communicating on the 
east with the valley of the Ganges, and commanding on the west the 
——— into Persia and Afghanistan, it is the great bulwark of British 

ndia, behind which, so long as it is impregnable, all the other pro- 
vinces may repose in safety. The Punjaub has not only a population 
of 15,000,000, equal te that of England twenty years ago, immediately 
subject to our rule, but it contains within its borders 7,000,000 of 
people owning fealty to native chiefs, making the whole population 
for whose peace and well-being the representatives of Queen Victoria 
are responsible in the Punjaub nearly the same in number as the 
inhabitants of Great Britain. 

The city of Lahore, the capital of the Punjaub, which is now under 
the immediate rule of Sir Robert Montgomery, the Deputy-Governor 
of that province, has just been visited by the lately appointed 
Governor-General of India, Sir John Lawrence, for the first time since 
his elevation to the viceroyalty. As Sir John Lawrence, when himself 
Deputy-Governor, and previously Chief Commissioner of the Punjaub, 
won the respect and attachment of gll classes of the population in a 
degree never surpassed by any British ruler, this visit was made an 
occasion for great festivities, of which we give two Illustrations in the 

resent Number. They are from the photographs taken by Messrs, 
taybon and West, whose establishment is in the cantonments of the 
90th Light Infantry at Peshawur. 

Our first Engraving represents the arrival of Sir John Lawrence and 
his suite at the Lahore Railway station, where he was mct by the chief 
members, both civil and military, of the Punjaub Government, and 
escorted to Government House. The line connecting Lahore with 
Umritsur, the greatest commercial emporium in Northern India, is 
one of the most important public works lately constructed in that 
portion of the empire. The Punjaub Railway is 252 miles in length, 
and extends from Umritsur to Mooltan, and, with the Delhi Railway, 
constitutes the crown of that great railway system, 2200 miles in 
length, which will unite Calcutta in the Bay of Bengal with Kur- 
rachee on the Arabian Sea. The Central Railway station at Lahore, 
as may be seen from the Engraving, is one of the largest and hand- 
somest structures of its kind, It is a very picturesque building ; though 
its style of architecture, which in the East is suggestive and appro- 

riate enough, would, in England, be entirely out of place. It has 
been built so as to answer in some degree the purposes of a fortress, 
should the occasion arise, as well as a railway station; and its 
long and massive walls, pierced with loopholes for musketry, 
flanked by bomb-proof towers and crowned by minarets, would 
give it the appearance of some medizval castfe, were it not for 
the newness of the materials with which it is built. Here, 
in times of danger, the European community could retire, and 
defend both themselves and the railway against the enemy. 
Holding the command of this great central station would go 
a long way to keep open the communications both with 
Umritsur and Mooltan, The first sod of the Punjaub Railway was 
turned in February, 1859, by Sir John Lawrence himself, and the first 
section of the line was opened by Sir Robert Montgomery in March, 
1862, On the 19th of October last, Sir John Lawrence, having 
returned, not as ruler of the Punjaub alone, but as Viceroy of the 
whole of Ixdia, came to inaugurate the opening of the line further, 
from Lahore to Mooltan, in the presence of the chief civil and 
military authorities of India, and of many of the native Princes who 
had the day before assembled in Durbar to pay ‘to him, the repre- 
sentative of their Queen, a willing and level Lomeape. Sir John 
Lawrence on this occasion spoke of the great things that were to 
be expected from the Punjaub Railway and other lines in India 
in promoting, both politically and commercially, the improvement 
of the country. After the ceremony of the official opening of 
this first section of the line from Lahore towards Mooltan, the 
Punjaub Railway Company, to celebrate the event, entertained at 
dinner, with good old English fare, in one of the passenger 
waiting-rooms at Lahore, a magnificent apartment 80ft. in 
length, 120 of their European workmen. On the next day 
the Maharajah of Cashmere, the Heir Apparent, and their suite, went 
by especial train over part of the line; his Highness riding some 
distance on the locomotive en route to his own dominions, and giving 

roof that, although he had never seen a railway or a locomotive 

fore, he well understood their mechanism and use. The Maharajah 

placed in the hands of his Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 2500 
rupees, as a gratuity for the employés on the line. 

Among the other distinguished natives who met Sir John Lawrence 
at Lahore on this occasion was the Rajah of Kapoorthalla, the chieftain 
on whom the decoration of the Star of India was conferred by the 
Viceroy. We gave a Portrait of him last week. The grand Durbar, or 
assembly, took place on the 18th of October. We quote from the 
Lahore Chronicle a graphic description of the scene: —“To the 
north of Lahore, between the walls of the fort and the branch 
of the Ravee, which flows by the city, stretches a level plain 
green with close, English-looking ont and studded here an 
there with clumps of dark-leaved trees. Here the tents for 
the Durbar of the Viceroy had been pitched. It would have 
been difficult to have found a more picturesque or impressive 
spot for a great spectacle. On one side is the Badami Garden, once 

most the most beautiful for its size in Upper India, and still, though 
neglected and half deserted, filled with rare trees and shrubs. To the 
south of the plain stretches the city of Lahore. Here is the Padshai 
Masjid, with its three white marble domes and four tall minarets ; the 
Fort, which has resisted more than one assault; the Samman Burj, 
where resided Runjeet Singh and hissuccessors ; the Roshnai gate, where 
Prince Nao Nihal Singh was killed by the fall of the parapet, and 
where Rajah Dhyan Singh was murdered ; and the tomb of Maharajah 
Runjeet Singh himself. But on the present occasion, from every part 
of the Punjaub territory, rajahs, chiefs, maliks, and sirdars had been 
summoned to Lahore; and they all, with very few exceptions, came 
t6 meet the representative of her Majesty.” Our second Llus- 


tration represents a general view of the Duxbar tents, taken from 
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the walls of the Lahore Fert. The Durbar 
itself was a striking spectacle. At the extreme 
end of the tent was the throne of the Viceroy, 
on a raised dais, spread with cloth of gold and 
covered with a crimson canopy. On each side 
of the throne were ranged, in the form of an 
ellipse, the rajahs, chiefs, and native gentle- 
men, about six hundred in number, all gaily 
attired, with the civil and military officers, 
whose various uniforms added to the general 
effect. The Viceroy opened the durbar with 
a speech in the Oordoo language, a trans- 
lation of which has already been published. 
After this the presentations commenced, and, 
when the last sirdar had been introduced, 
tokens of honour were conferred on the 
twenty leading chiefs. During this ceremony 
the bagpipers of the 93rd Highlanders 
marched round, playing Scotch ars, much 
to the pleasure of the native gentlemen, who 
are great admirers of the Scottish national 
instrument. 


THE TURKISH IRON-CLAD FRIGATE 
SULTAN MAHMOUD. 


THe new ship of war built for the Sultan ot 
Turkey by the Thames Ironworks Company, 
and launched on Thursday, the 13th inst., from 
their dockyard at Blackwall, is of 4221 tons 
burden ; its length being 253 ft. 9in. ; breadth, 
55 ft. llin. ; and depth of hold, 37 ft 6fin. Its 
internal construction is immensely strong. The 
ship is built up from a keelson formed of a huge 
bar of iron, about 40 in. deep. To this the ircn 
ribs are bolted at intervals averaging 24in. 
These ribs vary from 10 ft. in length and 3 ft. 
in depth to 4ft. in length and 18in. deep, 
Crossing the longitudinal girders, they divice 
the lower part of the ship into a number 
of square cells, forming a huge honey- 
comb of iron all over. They form the side 
upon which the inner skin of iron platcs 
is secured, and upon which again rests 

timber backing, 9in. thick, and over it 

armour-plates, 5in. thick of iron, both 

timber and armour-plates resting on a ledge 
formed on the outer side of the ribs, and com- 
mencing about 5ft. below the water lire, 
Above the lower section, or joints of the vertical 
ribs, there are longitudinal girders, which 
stretch along the whole length of the sides, 
and unite at the bow and stern ; these intersect 
the ribs, and serve to give anyielding strength 
to the massive sides of the ship. The sides are 
held firmly towards each other by the thick and 
deep girders of iron, which stretch across the 
ship, and upon which the decks are laid. The 
armament will consist of eighteen 7-ton guns— 
nine on each side, and each carrying a 150 Ib. 
ball; and on the upper deck there will be a 12- 
ton gun at the bows, witha calibre for 300- 
pounders. In addition to the attacking power 
which she will carry in her guns, the Sultan 
Mahmoud is also provided with a formidable 
means of offence in the shape of a large ad- 
vanced prow, similar to that of the Valiant and 
Minotaur.

THE LATE M. MOCQUARD, 
PRIVATE SECRETARY TO THE EMPEROR 
NAPOLEON III, 

THE funeral obsequies of M. Mocquard took 
jlace in the Church of St. Roch at Paris on 
fonday week. Several of the Ministers, 
Senators, and other members of the Imperial 
Court were present. The corners of the pall 
were held by Marshal Vaillant, General Fleury, 
Baron Lacrosse, Vice-President of the Senate, 
and M. Dupin, Attorney-General at the Court 
of Cassation. The family of M. Mocquard 
walked after the hearse. A battalion of the 
Line preceded the cortége, which was followed 
by a detachment of cuirassiers and dragoons of 
the Imperial Guard. Marshal Vaillant pro- 
nounced a funeral oration over the grave, in 
which he praised the fidelity of M. Mocquard 
to the Emperor. He said that he had come to 
bring tne last farewell of the Sovereign from 
whom the deceased had so lately received a 
last embrace. M. de la Guerronniére also made a 
speech, in which he paida tributeto M. Mocquard 
in the name of the Senate and the press. It is 
announced that the literary works of M, 
Mocquard will shortly be collected and pub- 
lished in one volume. He wrote, besides “ La 
Prise de Pekin,” a comedy and other dramatic 
pieces. A few years ago he published a novel, 
called “ Jessie,” which had a certain degree of 
success. He was a lively and agreeable com- 
panion, and personally much liked, apart from 
all political partisanship. As private secretary 
and Chef du Cabinet, he was a zealous and con- 
fidential servant of the Emperor, for whom he 
seems to have felt a very strong attachment in 
earlier years, when none but the immediate fol- 
lowers of Prince Louis Napoleon had any 

expectation of his ever obtaining the throne,

CHRISTMAS BOOKS, 
It is a gross and greedy notion of the peculiar grati- 
fications of this season, which gloats over the enticing 
display of geese and turkeys in the poulterers’ shops, 
and the grocers’ store of condiments for the English 
Christmas pudding. We are too much reminded, by 
such preparations, of the comment once made by an 
envious ‘street Arab on the advertising inscription, 
“What to Eat, Drink, and Avoid.” “Ah!” said he, 
“T see; eat and drink as much as yer can, and awoid 
bustin’.” This is not the spirit in which we should be 
invited to enjoy the good things so abundantly pro- 
vided for the Christmas repast. As the comfortable 
tradesmen above mentioned are wont, in these days of 
mid December, to set forth their stock of edibles 
bedecked with holly and mistletoe, in token 
special custom of purchasing and feasting at this 
season, in like manner do the caterers for our literary

CURIOSITIES OF CHRISTMAS COOKERY 


CULINARY antiquities are generally dry matters: so little is to be 
gathered from names which, in the lapse of time, have lost their 
meanings and dwindled into puzzles for the etymologists. Alexis 
Soyer made a great mistake in his publishing business when he issued 
his costly 8vo volume of the Cookery of the Ancients, with a classical 
title. People like to be practical in matters of the mouth: the olden 
receipts can rarely be compounded in our time; some articles are not 
to be heard of; others are not worth getting; and failure is the 
consequence, 

Christmas Cookery is, however, exempt from this weakness: its 
piéces de resistance have stood the test of time, with, perhaps, one 
exception. This is the boar’s head, “the rarest dish in all the lande.” 
Till towards the micdle cf the seventeenth century it was customary 
to bring up to gentlemen's tables, on Christmas Day, a boar’s head, 
with a lemon in its mouth; and, alt hough the custom has grown 
obsolete among the gent a relic of it is still observable at the tables 
of the yeomanry, particularly of the northern parts of the kingdom, 
to which a pig’s head is rarely brought without having its jaws dis- 

1ded by either a lemon or an apple. And we see the same representa- 
tive in the windows of some London dining-houses. 

Brawn is no lo the crack Christmas dish it used to be 
Cantert was once famed for producing but, some thirty |

“We have never been witness of animosities excited by the use 
of minced pies and plum-pudding, nor seen with what abhorrence 
those who could eat them at all other times of the year should shrink 
from them in December.” 

The learned Dr, Parr was asked by a lady on what day in December 
it was proper to begin eating mince pie. “Begin on 0 Sapientia,” 
replied the Doctor (Dec. 16). “ But please to say Christmas pie, not 
mince pie. Mince pie is Puritanical.” 

The moderns are considered to spoil their mince-pies by omitting 
the meat. We have the authority of the learned Sir Roger Twi 
(whose name every child may read in the Temple-buildings) to the 
contrary : i. w he gives this Christmas receipt :—‘* To make Mynce- 
pyes. . 1630. pe a phillet of veal or a leag of mutton, and, 
when it is r arboyled, shred it very smalle ; then put to it three pound 
of beef-suet, shred li howe e very smalle, then put to it three pound of 
Corinthes (currants) well washt and pic kt, and one pound of sugar 
beaten, Of nutmegs and synnamon, of each an ounc 
coffins or pyes, and bake them. You must lay som 
at toppe of ye meat, when they bee made, and m 
mingle them all with the rest. 

Mince-meat should be made at least a month before it is used, 
Soyer tells us that nearly 2000 pounds weight of mince-meat are 
made yearly at Windsor Castle a month before Christmas.

TRANSPARENCY OF AN ATMOSPHERE AND ITS REFLECTING 
POWER.—We give a few notes from an interesting memoir on this subject 
by M. Chacornal, read at a recent meeting of the Academy of Sciences at Paris, 
and inserted in their Comptes Rendus, Vol. 59, No. 22. On May 1, 2, while 
observing the passage of the fourth satellite of Saturn by means of the largest 
telescope in the Imperial Observatory at Paris, he obtained the proof that the 
edges are more luminous than the central region of the disc of the planct, and 
then examined the contrary phenomenon frequently seen on the disc on 
Jupiter—that the satellites, without exception, appear as brilliant spots of the 
edges of the disc, but as black spots on its central region. ‘‘ These phenomena,” 
says M. Chacornal, “ indicate clearly that the two planets have atmospheres 
endowed with different reflecting powers, and that they most probably have 
different es al consti in regard to our own planet, he refers to 
the circums ce that ir me the atmosphere near the sun is more 
vividly illumina ted t part; and that, when the sun’s disc is 
masked b . it immediately appears surrounded by 











an intense ireola, : lliancy of which gradually diminishes from 
the per I tl tar. During a fine day near 
the summer when 4 mid-day the sun is at ites highest 


known latitude, the ‘spl endour of the sky is uniformly more intense 
near the horizon than in other parte equally distant from the sun 
and frot ym the circle, so that, if we mask the sun and the aureola sur- 
t, the sky appears an illumined vault, the brilliancy of which goes 
rly increasing towards the horizon. M. Chacornal felt desirous of 
ascertaining whether our planet seen in space would present an appearance 
analogous to that of Jupiter or that of Saturn. We have no space for the 
details of the observations which have led him to the conclusion that the 
edges of the disc of our planet (like those of Saturn and Mars) would appear 
more brilliant than the central regions, which indicates that the constitution 
of the atmosphere of Jupiter differs from that of these planets, since it appears 
to resemble the fogginess » nich rises over great cities. M. Chacornal states that 
last eurmmer, when near the edges of the lake of Neufchatel, he remarked 
through a very transparent atmosphere, and in the direction of Mont Blanc, 
some emall cumuli clouds form soon after sunrise. He remarked that there 
clouds appeared alternately as brilliant spots on the dark ground of the sky 
when the polarised light was extinguished, and as dark spots on the lumi- 
nous ground of the horizon when the primitive direction of the principal 
ection of the crystal analyzer was re-established. By applying this principle, 
or manipulation, M. Chacornal was enabled to see the cloudy and sombre 
summits of the Alps, when they were completely veiled by the interposition 
of a light fog.
